•innings In the pa»t with their martia arrays and vivid colorings 
will b« noticeably absent when Germany afflxs her signature to 
th« world'* most famous document. 


The last semi-official word from Weimar is that Dr. Hermann 


Mueller, the new foregn minister, will come to Versailles with a 
n*w peace delegation, arriving probably tomorrow morning. This 
is still unconfirmed officially, however. 


Simplicity will be the key-note for the epoch-making cere- 


mony. Everything possible has been and will be done to elimi- 
nate all suggestion of humiliation and the German delegates will 
be treated as representatives of Republican Germany, not of the 
empire which started and carried on the war. 


The general conduct in the historic Hall of Mirrors will be 


guided by the idea that a new order shall henceforth prevail in 
the world and the moment Germany signs she ceases being an 
enemy and once more enters the community of nations. It is un- 
derstood to be due chiefly to President Wilson's influence that the 
utmost simplicity shall be observed, and all touches of humiliation
